Stabilized Turkey Industry Expected 





GOVERNMENT BUYING TO BRACE 
MARKET, USDA OFFICIALS SAY 


USDA Men Believe Purchases of 15 Million Pounds of 
Heavy Turkeys Will Be Necessary to Stabilize 
Industry for Balance of Season 


WASHINGTON—U:S. Department 
of Agriculture purchases of approxi- 
mately 15 million pounds of turkeys 
within a few weeks will brace the tur- 
key business and pull it up by its 
bootstraps, USDA officials declared 
this week. 

Last week the government bought 
only the insignificant quantity of 197,- 
600 pounds of turkeys from four in- 
dividual vendors. 

Offers to the government were con- 
siderably larger than the amount 
bought, and according to USDA, the 
reason for the low commitment was 
the high price submitted by the ven- 
dors. USDA officials implied that the 
purchase price paid last week, on an 
industry was below cost of 
production 

At the same time USDA officials 
criticized the method in which tur- 
keys were offered to the government 
It was noted that many heavy offers 
of turkeys were submitted on a one- 
price basis. This did not promote 
business, it was explained, and it was 
suggested that the trade should of- 
fer carlots at basic prices for the first 
car, with increasing levels upward in 
order to determine the government's 
top price.

However, they believe that it 
take government buying of about 15 
million pounds of heavy turkeys to 
stabilize the industry for the balance 
of the season. The government idea 
of stabilization is not necessarily on 
of profit for producers but rather a 
protection against meaning es- 
sentially cost of production. 

USDA officials at the operating lev- 
el fear that regular government price 
support programs for turkeys which 
bail out producers even at a cost ol 
production level tend to stimulate 
further production excesses in the 
following year. The government offi- 
cials are at a loss to fix the responsi- 
bility for the production excesses 
Some feel that the over-production 
may reflect unwise feed industry 
financing of flocks, while others 
lieve that the production stimulant 
comes from the producer himself. 

The 15-million-pound level required 
to stabilize the turkey deal this year 
is reached on the following basis.

A 15-million-pound diversion pro- 
gram is in itself not significant in an 
annual production of approximately 
900 million pounds of turkeys 

If the trade will adjust its offer 
policy to conform to the needs of the 
situation it is expected that USDA 
could in a few weeks lift the over- 
hanging surplus now facing the mar- 
ket and put the turkey industry in 
good shape to come through the holi- 
day season at a profit

FDA ENDS RESTRICTION 
ON SULFAQUINOXALINE USE 


RAHWAY, N.J.—Labeling on feeds 
containing sulfaquinoxaline need no 
longer contain the statement, “Dis- 
continue medication four days before 
slaughter,” Merck & Co. reports, and 
the drug now can be fed right up to 
the time of slaughter. 

The recognition by the Food & 
Drug Administration that this cau- 
tion is no longer required points up 
the fact that sulfaquinoxaline is not 
present in edible tissues in signifi- 
cant quantities to make a warning 
of this kind necessary, Merck com- 
ments.

GMI to Build 
Formula Feed Mill 
at Stoekton, Cal. 


MINNEAPOLIS General Mills, 
Inc., has announced plans for con- 
struction of a formula feed mill in 
Stockton, Cal. Addition of the new 
plant will bring to nine the total 
number of feed mills operated by the 
company and will increase its total 
daily capacity to in excess of 3,300 
tons. 

The structure will provide multiple 
storage facilities and will be con- 
structed of steel and reinforced con- 
crete. Charles H. Bell, president of 
the milling firm, in making the an- 
nouncement, said that the new plant 
will house the latest in processing 
equipment, a large warehouse and a 
laboratory. The feeds will be mar- 
keted under the company’s Larro 
brand 

Regional Market Expanding 

“The rate of expansion of poultry, 
turkey, dairy and other livestock op- 
erations in the San Joaquin and Sac- 
ramento valleys makes it highly de- 
sirable for our feed production to 
be located near these markets,” Mr 
Bell explained. “This factor, coupled 
with the area's vast potential in these 
fields, will enable us to provide better 
customer service in all northern Cali- 
fornia with both sacked and bulk 
feeds, from the Stockton mill,” he 
added 

General Mills now operates feed 
mills at Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
Tacoma, Vallejo, Cal., Spokane, Og- 
den, Los Angeles and Rossford, Ohio 
The Rossford plant, with a daily ca- 
pacity of 1,540 tons, accounts for 
more than one half the company’s 
present total formula feed capacity 
The capacity of the plant to be built 
at Stockton was not disclosed. 

Stockton was the site of the first 
mill built by Austin Sperry in 1852 
In 1929 the Sperry Milling Co. was 
incorporated into the corporation 
which now is the Sperry division of 
General Mills.

FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








The formula feed business this week was in the midst of a seasonal and 
price adjustment period which for the most part resulted in lighter business 
volume. Price declines have discouraged sales in most areas as dealers waited 
for more stability in markets before taking on larger stocks of feeds. The 
current situation was brighter in some areas than in others, with the central 
states reporting volume up to seasonal expectations or better and the 
Northeast and Ohio Valley noting fairly good business. Elsewhere, colder 
weather and steadier markets were looked for to stimulate trade. The whole- 
sale feedstuffs price index reflected the recent sharp decline in oilseed meal 
mix values and fell 12.2 points to 280.3 in the week ending Sept. 17. This com- 
pores with 246.9 a year ago. The feed grain index fell nearly 8 points to 249, 
compared with 241.5 a year ago. (Ingredient details on pages 74-76.)

Northwest 

Formula feed business slumped in 
the Northwest this week, with all 
manufacturers reporting that new 
orders fell off sharply—in some cases 
to near the vanishing point. The de- 
cline in business was termed partially 
seasonal and partially the result of 
ingredient market uncertainties 

Dealers, watching some of the ma- 
jor ingredients move down sharply 
and others show signs of weakness, 
were hesitant to book any more for- 
mula feed than they actually needed 
for their current business. Price lists 
of formula feeds were reduced $206 
ton late last week or early this week 
and some more reductions appeared 
likely 

The

seasonal aspects of the de- 
volume involve reduction in 
turkey feeding operations, continua- 
tion of pasture feeding of livestock 
and the between-seasons situation in 
egg production, with pullets not yet 
housed. 

Some concerns look for a pick up 
in operations around the first of Oc- 
tober when directions will start to 
come in on cattle feed sales booked 
earlier. With dealer inventories low, 
buying of laying mashes and other 
items needed in volume in the fall 
should pick up substantially when

The formula feed business was very 
quiet in the Pacific Northwest, and 
production definitely off—per- 
haps as much as 10%. With turkeys 
rapidly being marketed, and with 
dairy and laying rations barely hold- 
ing their own volumewise, feed men 
were unanimous in stating that busi- 
ness is down 

They say it will probably continue 
at a restricted rate weeks 
to come—until such time as dairy- 
men must take to winter feeding and 
laying birds go into winter quarters 

Another factor which has depressed 
activity in the feed business is the 
harvest of hay and grains, which has 
been under way for some weeks and 
which is still occupying much of the 
attention of feed men 

Traders reported that 
very dull, and there have been in- 
stances of odd cars of resale mate- 
rial, both proteins and carbohydrates 
trading at slightly under current 
asking prices as feed men found they 
were a bit overbought and unloaded 
rather than add more merchandise to 
their inventories. 


Ohio Valley 


Formula feed business in the Ohio 
Valley continued at a steady pace 
this week, being described as fair to 
good. The situation is being helped to 
a considerable extent by the current 
final fattening of the huge crop of 
turkeys in this area for the Thanks- 
giving market, plus the encouraging 
efforts now underway to sell turkeys 
regular family food during all 
the year, rather than only 
during the holidays 

Broiler replacements continue fair- 
ly heavy, and improved egg and milk 
prices also are contributing to the 
favorable outlook, with the 
business expected to take up much 
of the siack which will be created 
when the present turkey crop is mar- 
keted 

Meatscrap shortages continue se- 
rious, and suppliers report they are 
booked well into the second half of 
October. Some other raw materials 
such as brewers’ dried grains, cotton- 
seed oil meal and distillers’ dried

Nutrition 

First speaker of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the first day was Dr. W. M 
Beeson, professor of a.uimal husban- 
dry, Purdue University, La Fayette, 
Ind. He discussed recent discoveries 
in swine nutrition. He mentioned sev- 
eral developments of recent times 
which are important to feed manufac- 
turers, among which are B vitamins 
and antibiotics, including riboflavin, 
niacin and vitamin B research on 
surface active agents; and live cell 
yeast 

tesearch in the B vitamins and 
antibiotics tends to show that thei: 
use reduces the amount of crude pro- 
teins needed in proper animal nutri- 
tion. He said it appears that recom- 
mended protein feeding levels can 
be reduced about 2% in the near fu- 
ture due to the development of anti- 
biotics and the B vitamins. The use of 
pure amino however, appears 
to be out of the question for the near 
future, he stated, because of the high 
cost. He related that during an ex- 
periment at Purdue, he had been able 
to produce pigs on a 11.3% protein 
diet when fed a pure diet, as com- 
pared to an 18% or 20% protein level 
usually recommended

When protein supplements are re- 
duced, however, he pointed out, it is 
well to remember that the amounts 
of phosphorus and calcium in a feed 
also are reduced 

Vitamin B-12 is very important to 
good feeding, he maintained. Experi- 
ments show that if the vitamin is 
added to a ration of corn and soybean 
oil meal, the extra gain per pig is 
about 44 lb. The vitamin is especially 
important when the diet is low on 
fish products or meat products. 

Although he cautioned that the re- 
are too new to use in general 
feeding yet, Dr said that 
certain surface active agents can pro- 
duce about the same reaction in hog 
antibiotics. He stressed that

His experiments show, he said, that 
the use of live cell yeast, utilized as 
a dry product with activity of 20 mil- 
gram, will not improve 
the growth rate or feed efficiency of 
pigs. This does not hold true for cat- 
tle, however, he observed 

Antibiotics, although there is much 
more to be learned about them, Dr 
Beeson said, will stimulate the growth 
increase feed efficiency, 
and give more uniformity in _ the 
feed lot. He mentioned that 
the increased gain produced by their 
use is in the form of fat, and one ex- 
periment showed that 7% more fat 
was produced on hogs at 240 Ib. by 
the use of antibiotics 

Antibiotics fed at a level of 50 gm 
ton of protein supplement produc« 
maximum results, he said.

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Dr. S. W. Terrill, associate profes- 
sor of animal science, University of 
Illinois, Urbana, Ill., gave a round-up 
report on the feeding of artificial milk 
to baby pigs 

“In the feeding of artificial milk,” 
said Dr. Terrill, “it is presently not 
feasible to remove the pigs from the 
sow before allowing them access to 
the sow’s milk for a couple of days 
With this system, the pigs are gen- 
erally removed from the sow at two 
to 10 days of age and given access 
to artificial milk, a palatable pig 
starter ration and water. By the time 
the pigs are five weeks old the switch 
from the milk to the pig starter ra- 
tion has been made.’ 

Another system is to allow the pigs 
to be left with the sow but permitted 
artificial milk and a pig 
starter.

Dr. Terrill said more information 
is needed on the following: A less ex- 
pensive source of protein than dried 
skim milk; the level, kind and parti- 
cle size of fat to be used; the best 
carbohydrate; the percent 
solids in the milk for best results; 
nutrient requirements for the vita- 
mins, mineral elements and amino 
acids that are not known and the 
interrelationships involved. 

For producers interested in trying 
artificial milk feeding, Dr. Terrill had 
words of advice: The pigs 
should be left with the sow seven to 
10 days. Pigs two to three days old 
should be in an environment of 80 to 
85 degrees F. Prevent drafts. Bottle 
is not necessary. Keep equip- 
and sanitary. Allow the 
access to a pig starter at one 
week and furnish clean fresh water 
To reduce costs make a complete 
switch from the milk to a pig start- 
er at four and one-half to five weeks. 
Allow adequate floor space. Gradually 
adjust pigs to outside temperature.

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Mysteries of the Rumen 

Dr. Wise Burroughs, associate pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry, Iowa 
State College, Ames, presented a talk 
on “The Mysteries of the Rumen.’ 

A study of the microorganisms in 
the rumen, he said, showed that the 
number and variety of the organisms 
ire not important, but feeding them 
the proper foods to keep them grow- 
ing and active is essential 

lo summarize, Dr. Burroughs said: 
We are beginning to take some of 
the mysteries out of the rumen in 
feeding our cattle and sheep more 
idequately and efficiently. The rumen 
plays a part in mechanically process- 
ing feeds in their digestion in the ani- 
mal, although the chemical change 
brought about by rumen microorgan- 
major importance 

“These chemical changes involve 
roughage digestion, as well as pro- 
tein and amino acid synthesis. It is 
necessary to properly feed rumen mi-

croorganisms if they are to efficient- 
ly do their job. The nutrient require- 
ments are small amounts of concen- 
trate feed, protein or nitrogen sources 
such as urea, phosphorus and other 
major mineral elements, trace miner- 
als, including sulphur, and an uniden- 
tified factor found in protein rich 
feeds and certain roughages 

The mineral needs of rumen n

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Soybean, Corn Estimates Up; 
Feed Grain Supply Above 1951 


WASHINGTON — Nearly 117 mil- 
lion tons of feed grains now appear 
in prospect, according to the Septem- 
estimate of the U.S. De- 
Agriculture. This is 
about 3 million more than in 1951, 
larger than in most years hefore 
1948 but much less than in the years 
1948 through 1950. 

Numbers of livestock to be fed 
grain, however, are larger than in 
most years except 1942 and 1943, 
USDA states. There is no indication 
that there has been any substantial 
reduction in livestock numbers be- 
cause of drouth conditions, which 
USDA highlighted previously 

The feed grain total includes the 
fourth largest corn crop of 3,185 
million bushels, a nearly average oats 
crop of 1,264 million bushels but a 
small crop of 221 million bushels of 
barley and only a half crop of 72 
million bushels of sorghum grain 
(See accompanying table.) 
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The estimate for soybeans cf 276 
million bushels, up 12 million from 
the August estimate, is seen as creep- 
ing up to a final estimate of nearly 
280 million bushels 

The hay crop is turning out better 
than expected last month, USDA 
comments, and more than 102 million 
tons will be put up. The supply is 
poorly distributed, however, with 
shortages in the South and South- 
west dry areas and surpluses in the 
Midwest. 

Pastures are supplying more graz- 
ing than a month ago, particularly 
in the South, but the condition of 
70% is 8 points below average for 
September because of the large areas 
which were dry during the summer 
Western range pastures are good in 
the seven far western states but poor 
in most of the area east of the 
Rockies. Prospects there for winter 
grazing also are poor.

Soybean prospects improved ma- 
terially during August. Conditions on 
Sept. 1 indicate a production of 276 
million bushels, compared with 264 
million forecast a month ago.

Growing conditions during August 
were generally favorable. In a large 
part of the southern soybean area 
the breaking of the drouth improved 
yield prospects. The rapid growth of 
other hay crops also reduced the 
necessity of cutting for hay many 
soybeans which were planted for 
beans. The crop is well advanced in 
ill producing states and there is little 
danger of serious frost damage, even 
in the northern areas. 

Production for flaxseed 
continued to improve during August 
The crop is now estimated at 30,685,- 
000 bu., 3% above the Aug. 1 fore- 
cast.

in closing, that feed men should not 
lose sight of fundamentals and said, 
“elemental things and first principles 
are of just as great importance now 
as they have been in the past. We 
therefore still believe in good live- 
stock management all the way down 
the line. We believe in the principle 
of well balanced rations. We believe 
in the use of high quality and long 
season pasture, and in the best kind 
of hay and silage that it is possible 
to put up for use during the winter 
or at other times when pasture may 
be at its best.” 
Poultry Feeding 

The second speaker of the morning 
session was Dr. Bird, who talked on 
the subject “Chemical Speed-Up in 
the Poultry House.” He reported the 
results of a series of recently con- 
ducted experiments with antibiotics 
and chickens housed in old and new 
houses. The new houses were those 
that had never previously contained 
any chickens and the old houses were 
ones in which chickens had constant- 
ly been housed. The experiments in- 
dicated there was no stimulant to 
the chickens housed in the new en- 
vironment when they were fed anti- 
biotics. For those in the old environ- 
ment there was a definite stimula- 
tion. 

Arsenicals, Dr. Bird reported, stim- 
ulate growth when added to a diet 
not containing an antibiotic. When an 
antibiotic is already present in the 
diet, the addition of arsenicals some- 
times stimulates growth and some- 
times does not, he said. He indicated 
the use of arsenicals is up to the feed 

vanufacturer. And he warned the 
feed manufacturer to follow the sup- 
pliers’ instructions closely when add- 
ing arsenicals to the formula 

The experimental work with anti- 
biotics, he said, indicates that “effi- 
ciency of production of poultry meat 
has been increased by addition of 
antibiotics to broiler and turkey feeds 
in the absence of information on the 
mode of action of these compounds 
Such information is much needed and 
expected to increase the ef-

“Antibiotics should not be consid- 
ered a substitute for good nutrition 
or good sanitation. Since commercial 
cannot be kept in isolation, 
antibiotics are valuable as a means 
of bridging the gap between the best 
practical program of sanitation and 
isolation. 

“Feeding an antibiotic to flock 
placement chicks does not result in 
any better pullets at housing time 
However, an antibiotic in the grow- 
ing diet makes the pullets better able 
to resist vitamin B,, deficiency in the 
laying diet. Antibiotic in the laying 
diet also tends to overcome B» defi- 
ciency. Addition of antibiotic to a 
complete laying diet has no benefi- 
cial effect and is not recommended.’ 


Protein Quality, Quantity 

lhe morning session concluded with 
a talk on “Unidentified Factors, Pro- 
tein Quality and Quantity in Poultry 
Nutrition,” by Dr. Elton L. Johnson 
department of poultry husbandry 
Iowa State College. His report dealt 
with experimental work recently con- 
ducted at Iowa State on protein qual- 
ity and utilization. These experimen- 
tal studies were begun originally for 
the purpose of studying the feed re- 
quirements of the chicken. However,

Dr. Johnson reported that “addi- 
tional studies involving an evaluation 
of the nutritive properties of soybean 
oil meal have demonstrated two ma- 
jor developments. The first involves 
laboratory evaluation tests and their 
limitations as to type of soybean oil 
meal. The second is related to the 
clotting time of blood from chicks 
fed improperly heated soybean oil 
meal. 

“Solvent extracted soybean oil 
meal can be accurately evaluated by 
rather simple laboratory tests. Under- 
heating can be detected by a modifi- 
cation of the Caskey-Knapp urease 
test which includes the titration of 
ammonia released instead of deter- 
mining Ph. Overheated solvent-ex- 
tracted meals may be determined by 
measuring the fluorescing properties 
of the meal in comparison to stand- 
ard solutions of quinine sulfate.” 

Dr. Johnson concluded with the ob- 
servation, “The feeding of soybean 
oil meal to chicks at levels to pro- 
vide approximately 16, 18 and 20% 
protein was studied in relation to an- 
tibiotic supplementation. Maximum 
chick growth occurred when the diet 
contained 20% protein regardless of 
whether antibiotics were included in 
the diet. These studies resulted in two 
conclusions: (1) Protein was not 
spared to any marked extent by the 
feeding of antibiotics, and (2) a com- 
bination of antibiotics was not su- 
perior to penicillin alone. Whether 
results would be similar with differ- 
ent basal rations is not known.” 


Dairy Cattle Nutrition 

The afternoon program was devoted 
to reports on Iowa State livestock 
nutrition research, with emphasis up- 
on feeding ruminants. First came Dr 
Norman L. Jacobson, associate pro- 
fessor dairy husbandry, Iowa State 
College, to discuss “Recent Develop- 
ments in Dairy Cattle Nutrition Re- 
search at Iowa State College.” He 
reported the results of a group of ex 
periments conducted on the feeding 
of antibiotics to dairy cattle 

He said, “A series of expe 
have been conducted during past 
two years to study the effect anti 
biotic feeding to dairy cattle. Results 
demonstrate that aureomycin feedin 
produced a growth stimulation both 
in ruminating animals and in young 
which rumen function is 
veloped.

“Body measurements indicate that 
although aureomycin feeding results 
in a more rapid skeletel development 
improved condition (fleshing) of the 
animals also is involved. It seems 
probable that as the animals ap- 
proach maturity, the difference be 
tween supplemented and nonsupple- 
mented animals may become less 
Nevertheless, it is too early to make 
definite conclusions in this regard 
Some animals in Iowa State College 
herd have received aureomycin con- 
tinuously for nearly two years. How- 
ever, they haven't exhibited any ap- 
parent effects of antibiotic 
feeding. 

“At the present time, the compara- 
tive effects of several antibiotics on 
the growth and certain blood com- 
ponents (red and white blood cells 
glucose and plasma fat) of young 
dairy calves are being studied.”

He observed no growth-stimu- 
lating effects and no other major 
physiological changes were apparent 
Swine Research 

Swine nutrition research was re- 
ported by Dr. Damon Catron, asso- 
ciate professor, department of animal 
husbandry, Iowa State College. He 
discussed, “Reevaluation of Protein 
Requirements for Growing-Fattening 
Swine 

Dr. Catron commented, “General 
observations of farm practice have 
shown that many swine producers 
have obtained satisfactory growth in 
growing-fattening swine while feed- 
ing rations containing lower levels 
of protein than those commonly rec- 
ommended. No extensive research on 
the protein needs of the pig has been 
reported in the past decade. During 
this same period, the important role 
of the water-solt vitamins has 


been discovered. The nutritional value 





of the known vitamins, especially of 


the recently identified vitamin B 


and their possible nterrelationships 
with protein needs must be consid- 
ered 


“Research at the Iowa Agricultural 
Experiment Station indicates the re 
sponse from nonprotein dietary factors 
may have been misinterpreted 4s re- 
sponse from protein in the early 
work on protein requirements ol 
growing-fattening pigs. Increasing 
protein intake by supplying greater 
quantities of ar al protein ingredi-

ents or oil meals in rations could in- 





crease nonprotein dietary factors 
such as water-soluble vitamins. This 
may have been responsible for the 
increased rate of gain after the pro 
tein level was raised beyond that 
point required for meeting the amino 
acid requirements of the pigs in 
early experiments 

It is recommended by Dr. Catron 
in feeding pigs Based on the re- 


sults of six experiments in reevaluat- 
ing the protein needs of growing-fat- 
tening pigs and two experiments in 
determining the effects of aureomy- 
cin on the lysine supplementation of 
low protein rations, the Iowa Agri 
cultural Experiment Station recom- 
mends balanced rations containing 
14, 12 and 1 protein for pigs from 
weaning to 75 lb., 75 to 150 Ib., and 
from 150 lb to market weight, re- 
spectively. Application of these re- 


search findings can help stretch short

Use a Variety 
of Appeals in 
Your Advertising 


By Albert Bammel 


HEN you sit at your desk 
laying out your weekly ad- 
vertisement, just what ap- 


you in mind which you 
stress in ads? No doubt you appeal 
to the farmer's love of profit. I sup- 
pose you use that quite often, and it 
is a mighty good appeal. Then, per- 
haps, you stress the idea of greater 
production, obtainable through your 
quality feeds at practically the same 
cost. Yes, the farmer always likes to 
think of producing more 
These are two excellent 


but there are more. Suppose you lis- 
tened to an organist who played only 
two tunes. You might get a little tired 
or used to those two tunes very quick- 
ly, but if the organist could play 
six or seven, you might listen to his 
playing more often. 

The same is true of the farmer to 
whom you are trying to sell feeds 
and other farm supplies. Work every 
appeal at your disposal. Each appeal 
will get at the farmer from a slightly 
different angle. You never know just 
when some ad appeal will turn the 
trick, cause the farmer to decide to 
buy from you. 

Let us review some of these other 
appeals. You can keep a list of them 
handy as you write your ads and see 
that you give each appeal a chance 
to work for you. 

Pride. Yes, the farmer wants to 
make a good profit, and he wants a 
high production. But he also has pride 
in his home, his farm, his crops, his 
herds, his cattle, his machinery, etc 
He wants people to notice what he 
has, what he is proud of. Therefore, 
you can play up this element of

appeals, 





pride in your copy. Through your feed 
the farmer has an opportunity to 
build one of the highest producing 
flocks or herds in the county. 

If, in your advertising, you can 
show a picture of one of the best 
customer’s flocks or herds, the pros- 
pect, looking at that picture, will 
want a herd or flock like that some 
day, one which rates as well. 

Ambition. How is this motive dif- 
ferent from that of pride? It is dit- 
ferent to the extent that the ambi- 
tious man always wants to do better 
than he is doing at present. The con- 
stant urge for improvement will 
cause many a man to work harder, to 
try new products and new methods. 
Plenty of ambition characterizes a 
good farmer. He's the sort of fellow 
to tie to. Copy which will interest 
him will be along the following line: 

“‘New Gains Now Possible with Our 
Quality Feed.” Sure, you've racked 
up a wonderful production in the 
past, but now you can do even bet- 
ter with our quality feed and our 
expert feed service.” 

Don't sell ambition short. It drives

Economy. The average farmer, 
whether out or in debt, likes to make 
an economical deal. If he can save 
money by making a quantity pur- 
chase or a purchase on a certain day 
at a certain store, he likes to do it. He 
feels he has saved money which he 
can use for something else. Never 
forget this economy appeal. Use it 
quite often, along with the other ap- 
peals. 

Efficiency. This is the inborn de- 
sire in many people to do things bet- 
ter than one has been doing them 
No matter how successful a farmer 
is, no matter how much money he 
is making, he will usually be at- 
tracted to a new or improved way of 
feeding cows or operating his farm. 
He will give the new method a com- 
plete study and consideration. 

When you stress efficiency in your 
feed ads, be sure to play up the 
quicker, easier way of accomplishing 
goals. Every farmer likes to be 
thought progressive, even if he sticks 
to some old methods 

Desire to Possess. Yes, a farmer 
wants things. He may want to possess 
a fine dairy herd, a large flock of 
profitable chickens, good crops, fine 
machinery. He may not have the am- 
bition to work hard to get these 
things within a limited time, but he 
may desire to possess them just the 
same. Thus when the feed deale 
advertises with this “desire to 
sess” in mind, he is striking an appeal 
which may register with many

| farmers 


Suppose a less ambitious farmer 


| may desire a lot of things, but your 


ad gets him started on only a 10 or 
20% portion of his first goal. The 


farmer and you are still ahead, for 


he is shooting at a definite goal even 
though not as large as first thought 
Such a farmer may well take 10 


years to realize his goals whereas a 


more ambitious man—willing to work 
hard—may achieve it in five years 

Competitive Appeal. Competition is 
an important factor in achievement 
in any field. “John has done it. Why 
This is the thought 
challenges many a_ farmer, 

him embark on a program 
over the years and work to attain it 
When the dealer advertises the fact 
that John Smith is making lots of 
profit from a 1,000-bird flock of lay- 
ers, or a 40-cow dairy herd, then 
other farmers are stimulated 
through the competitive angle—to do 
likewise. 

It is not always that they are en- 
vious or jealous of the other man’s 
success, for this world is far too 
large for any one man to think he 
can corral anything exclusively his 
own. Competition merely urges a man 
to strike out and claim some of this 
worldly success for himself. It is there 
to be had if one works for it 

If you make a survey of 10 farmers 
in the same locality, you will very 
likely find that each has a dominat- 
ing motive which is stronger than 
others. The dominating motives in 
farmers may not be the same. Some 
may be dominated by ambition, by 
economy, by efficiency or the desire 
to possess. Therefore, to get the best 
results for your advertising use all 
these appeals

Inc., Clinton, Iowa. Two firms are 
using the method in handling the 
flax crop—Falk & Co., Minneapolis, 
and Spencer Kellogg & Sons, Inc., 
Minneapolis. 

Seedburo points out that the ma- 
chines may be used for two purposes 
First, rapid oil measurements can be 
run on available and incoming beans 
and processors may use the informa- 
tion to concentrate their processing 
on the high oil content beans while 
merchandising the lower oil content 
beans.

phasis on these crops. As it has been 
stated in connection with the Wis- 
consin program, it means “more of 
the land in grass more of the time.” 
It also means greater production of 
the grassland crops through use of 
better varieties and combinations, 
through fertilization and manage- 
ment for higher yields, and by im- 
proved grazing and harvesting prac- 
tices. If more of the land is to be in 
grass more of the time, it means 
less of the land in grain crops less 
of the time. This will mean less home 
grain, although greater grain yields 
may partially offset the reduced 
acreage. 
Effect on Feed Trade 

To those engaged in the commer- 
cial feed industry, the question natu- 
rally arises as to how the trend to- 
ward greater emphasis on grassland 
farming may affect the feed business. 
Let's take a look first at how it may 
affect the feeding program.

If the cow eats more forage, and 
that forage is more nutritious, it 
stands to reason that she needs less 
concentrate to balance out her re- 
quirements. The dairyman who has 
been doing a good job of feeding will 
be able to get along on less concen- 
trate and still maintain his high 
production. But the average dairy- 
man is a poor feeder. He is already 
feeding less concentrate than is need- 
ed for good production. He probably 
should continue feeding fully as much 
concentrate as he is now feeding 
The payoff of the grassland program 
for him should be higher production, 
not reduced concentrate feeding. 

A sound grassland program calls 
for planning the pasture crops to

EDITOR’S NOTE: Grassland farm- 
ing, which means greater emphasis 
on grasses and less on grain crops, 
has been getting more attention re- 
cently in agricultural programs for 
dairy areas.

through the entire summer. Dry 
weather often makes this impossible 
but the grassland farmer will “can’ 
some of the early grass as silage or 
make it into hay, part of which he 
can feed out when pastures fail. This 
means that the concentrate require- 
ments will be fairly constant through- 
out the summer. With good summer 
pasture, the protein level of the con- 
centrate may be low. Certainly 14 
to 16% is more than adequate. 


Requires More Storage 

A grassland program also calis 
for storage of greater amounts of 
forage for winter feeding. The weath- 
er man is often very uncooperative 
in making good hay, especially from 
the first cutting. An excellent forage 
crop may be anything but excellent 
forage when it reaches the cows, due 
to weather damage and loss of leaves 
Improved harvesting equipment and 
methods help to reduce the loss, but 
cannot eliminate them entirely. One 
practice which has increased rap- 
idly is the ensiling of hay.crops. This 
reduces weather loss to a minimum 
As hay crop silage replaces corn 
silage, the protein problem just about 
vanishes. With good legume or early 
cut mixed hay and silage, 12 to 14% 
protein in the concentrate is more 
than adequate 

On a sound grassland feeding pro- 
gram, the vitamin A secured from 
the forages should be greatly in- 
creased. On the other hand, as silage 
replaces suncured hay, vitamin D 
from the roughages will bé reduced

In general, the recommendations 
in the Wisconsin circular, “Feeding 
the Dairy Herd,” will fit right into 
a grassland farming feeding program. 
Grassland farming may reduce the 
demand for high protein feeds and 
may reduce the total concentrate re- 
quirements, but as less grain is raised 
on dairy farms, low protein mill- 
feeds may even find an increased 
demand.

for it is closing the door of the mind 
to the development of new ideas 
which take place constantly in the 
business world. So long as business 
progresses, just so long has the feed 
dealer the opportunfty to use new, 
sharp business producing ideas. 

Take the flying saucer idea. News- 
papers and magazines the past few 
years have been filled with articles 
and news reports about flying saucers 
The interest in flying saucers is very 
high. People will eagerly read any- 
thing which speaks of flying saucers 
and their origins. Likewise, they will 
quickly look at any pictures purport- 
ing to be of flying saucers 

Well, the feed dealer who has a 
few display materials can offer a 
“flying saucer” window and tie feed 
into the picture very easily. 

Let’s look at it this way: The deal- 
er can get his local display man to 
construct a wooden saucer about 
three feet wide and strong enough to 
support a bag of quality feed. To the 
sides of this wooden saucer attach 
plywood wings, for this saucer must 
give the illusion of flying. Also the

wings will be important in attracting 
attention 

This wooden flying saucer should 
be placed on a 2-ft.-high wooden plat- 
form in the center of the dealer’s 
window. It should support a bag of 
feed (perhaps the bag can be lying 
flat if you wish). The saucer should 
be painted white, with colorful red 
trim. The plywood wings can have a 
red background with black lines run- 
ning through them. Such a color com- 
bination will give a prominent sight 
appeal. 

Sign Copy 

Now I shall give you the copy for 

a sign to go with this large flying 


| saucer, and then proceed to tell you 
| about the rest of the window: The 


sign copy can read, “Our Delivery 


| Trucks are not as fast as flying sau- 


cers perhaps, but we'll be glad to 
deliver quality feed to you at reason- 
able prices just as fast as is humanly 
possible. Why not try our speedy 
service?” 

Throughout the rest of the window 
level dis- 
play props, the dealer can have sep- 
arate white saucers and into each 
he can put samples of the various 
types of feed which he sells. These 
feed samples can be placarded so that 
spectators can read them from the 
window glass location. The dealer 
normally displays feed in baking pans 
on counters, so the saucer display 
method fits in very well. 

You can even have a full bag of 
each kind of feed in the background, 
with a twisted colored paper stream- 
er running from the saucer to the bag 
of feed. In this way you can give the 
window more color appeal 

Advertising Idea 

Let us now turn to an advertising 
idea. Did you know that Oct. 11 has 
been designated as Grandmother 
Day? It came as quite a shock to 
me that grandmother would now get 
back into the national limelight when 
obviously she prefers her place by 
the fire. But one cannot stop prog- 
ress, and so on Oct. 11, grandmother 
will get her share of attention, pres- 
ents and passing glory 

Now, from a feed merchandising 
standpoint what is wrong with pub- 
lishing a half or full page advertise- 
ment with a picture of a grandmother 
sitting in a chair knitting or what 
have you? The title can be “Congrat- 
ulations, Grandmother. . Feeding 
livestock and poultry was quite dif- 
ferent when you were a girl, wasn’t 
it?” 

Your copy can then go on to say

Can Sell Some Feed 

Now sons and daughters of grand- 
mothers are not going to let 70- to 
80-year-old ladies come into town 
alone to register. They'll drive in, too 
and while they are in town, you know 
that those sons are going to buy 
some feed at the same time. If they 
like you, that feed ought to be bought 
at your establishment. 

You may even feel like having a 
little music for the grandmothers 
music from the dear old days. A 
record player with long play records 
can do the job for you. And when 
the ladies register, have a big box 
of bon bons handy, so the grannies 
can take a piece. Shucks, did you 
ever see a lady who didn't like candy? 

I could go on and tell you of other 
promotional ideas which are differ- 
ent and which you could use, such as 
an Inaugural Week next January 
when the new President is sworn 
into office. Your Inaugural Week can 
inaugurate a new and improved feed- 
ing program. Ask farmers to sign up 
to follow your recommendations. Of- 
fer some special considerations, if you 
wish, but an Inaugural Day ad will 
offer fine opportunities to nab the at 
tention of many farmers 

Or, it may be that a National News 
paper Week Window will appeal to 
you. Ask your local publisher when 
this week is scheduled.

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that idea in the feed business?” 

“I thought maybe I could run a 
block of copy in my ads,” Joe said, 
“and entitle it ‘Do You Agree?’ In 
that column I could put challenging 
statements about the feed industry, 
not to try to sell any more feed im- 
mediately, but to get people think- 
ing. The more they think along the 
right lines, the better customers they 
will become eventually.” 

“You sound like a college profes- 
sor,” Mary said. “You never try any 
of that sort of psychology on me, do 
you?” 

“I wouldn't dare,” Joe quipped, 
“but sometimes I'd like to.” 

“About these ‘Do You Agree’ ideas,” 
Mary said. “Tell me about one of 
them. I have no idea what you're 
driving at.” 

“Well, I have one which says that 
higher production per cow results in 
greater labor income. That says a lot. 
No farmer likes to work hard and 
get average pay for it. He wants 
maximum returns. That phrase quot- 
ed above will get him to thinking 
about the fact that a pure bred cow, 
fed properly, will give greater milk 
production.”

other two briefly first. Total mor- 
tality affects the costs of the feed 
per pound of chicken sold. Mortality 
which occurs during the first month 
of the brooding period does not in- 
fluence this figure nearly as much as 
mortality late in the brooding pe- 
riod. This is true because a chick 
that is only two weeks old has con- 
sumed only about a half pound of 
feed, whereas a 10-week-old chicken 
has consumed about 10 Ib. feed. 
Therefore, there is a difference of 
9.5 lb. feed or slightly more than 
50¢ in the feed costs between a 
chicken that dies at two weeks and 
one that dies at 10 weeks. This dif- 
ference is magnified greatly with 
turkeys. High mortality will always 
increase the cost of feed per pound 
of chicken marketed. 


Influence Obvious 

The influence that feed cost has 
on profits, I believe, is quite ob- 
vious. Feed costs are determined 
largely by the cost of ingredients 
and the formula used. A cheap feed 
that won't give good feed conver- 
sion is really an extremely expensive 
feed. Of course, an expensive feed 
that won't give good conversion may 
be still more costly. Therefore prop- 
er formulation of feed is essential 
for good feed conversion. Some ex- 
amples of this are given in Table 1 





Give the youngsters a chance!

The feed efficiency is influenced 
by three factors: (1) the feed effi- 
ciency capabilities of the feed; (2) 
the feed efficiency capabilities of the 
strain or variety of poultry, and (3) 
the feed wastage by the operator 
Normally, the composition of the ra- 
tion determines to a large extent 
the feed efficiency of the feed. Gen- 
erally speaking, the higher the fiber 
content, the lower the feed effi- 
ciency. A drop in feed efficiency of 
-1 Ib. of feed per pound of gain will 
decrease the profit per bird about 
1.5¢. 

One must not forget breed and 
strain differences in considering feed 
efficiency. Some of the most used 
broiler strains in America were test- 
ed in the 1952 Chicken of Tomorrow 
Contest. The feed efficiency of these 
entries varied from 28 to 3.1 Ib. of 
feed per pound of gain on the same 
feed. Data from the Maine broiler 
test indicate much the same thing 
and are shown in Table 2. The feed 
used was an excellent broiler ra-

that he is using good feed which 
will convert feed to meat efficient- 
ly, and he is using a strain of birds 
that does a good job for others, prob- 
ably feed is being wasted. The latter 
usually results from  overfeeding. 
Other factors which may be involved 
are torn feed bags, rodent damage 
and spoilage. These usually are much 
easier to detect than overfeeding. 
Sometimes feed wastage by over- 
feeding is caused by using feeders 
which are too small. Then the feed- 
ers must be either filied very fre- 
quently or too much feed must be 
placed in the feeder each time and 
the birds scratch the feed out rap- 
idly. Poultry fed with a _ feedtr 
equipped with a lip and filled only 
24 full will usually waste very little. 
Many successful feeders do waste 
a small amount of feed during the 
first week. They feel that this helps 
insure the young chicks a better 


chance of getting to the feed during 
this critical period. Unpalatable feed 
also frequently will be pulled into 
the litter. | 








Want new money-making IDEAS? 


What feed efficiencies can we ex- 
pect using a good ration and a good 
broiler strain? Table 3 shows the 
feed efficiencies at biweekly intervals 
for 800 New Hampshire broiler strain 
cockerels. The items of interest are 
at the rate of growth, the amount 
of feed consumed at a given age 
and the amount of feed consumed 
during the two week periods. Es- 
pecially interesting is the decreased 
feed efficiency as the broiler gets 
older and larger. 

With the narrow margin that a 
broiler man must work within, it is 
especially important that he know 
when to sell so he has top quality 
birds, reasonably free of pins, and 
that he still hasn't gone beyond the 
point on the feed efficiency curve 
where he gets the maximum net 
return.

Seems to Be the Answer 

Make service trips yield more sales 

that seems to be the answer to the 
great demand for feed dealer serv- 
ices. The dealer who turns down a 
customer because he is thinking only 
in terms of service costs and not in 
terms of sales opportunities may be 
putting up an insurmountable wall 
between himself and that customer 
Likewise when the dealer does make 
a service trip into the country to 
handle one call, it is poor policy to 
c»me back to the mill immediately 
Better that the dealer should stay 
n the field for a half or full day try- 
ing to make extra sales to pay for 
service costs and to make an extra 
profit, too, than to rush back to the 
mill to handle routine duties 

There is no direct profit in serv- 
ice, yet it builds good will and it 
opens the doors to extra sales. As 
such it is a business tool that the 
feed dealer can use very well. But 
if he views service just from its own 
limited viewpoint, he will be discour- 
aged by its heavy cost load and for- 
get its salesmanship qualities 

Yes, the customer has the right to 
expect a great deal from the feed 
dealer, but the dealer also has the 
right to exercise his business in- 
genuity to make the service angle 
pay 

The customer in the feed field, too 
has the right to expect the feed 


dealer to visit his farm and discuss | 
a better feeding program.

Come-Ons 


The Sale Comes Easy If the 
Customer Is Interested 


By Martin Francis 


HEN you page through a 
Wis newspaper and study 

the ads you'll find a number 
of instances where merchants are al- 
lowing $10 or more for an old appli- 
ance as a trade-in on a new one—for 
a limited time only. 

These offers are what is known in 
the merchandising trade as “come- 
ons,” and they are intended to lure 
the customer inside the store in the 
frame of mind where he will say, 
“Okay, tell me what all this is about.” 
And once having secured a prospect, 
the merchant using the come-on tac- 
tic has a better chance to make a 
sale. 

Just because some come-on merchan- 
dising, such as loss leaders, high trade- 
in allowances, free service, discounts, 
two for one deals and others, are 
frowned upon by many dealers as 
business operations that are taboo 
because they demoralize trade, there 
is no reason why the reliable feed 
dealer should shun the come-on ap- 
proach entirely. 

“Good” Come-Ons 

In fact, there are some excellent 
come-on merchandising ideas which 
the feed dealer can use and profit 
thereby. These are to be regarded 
as “good” come-ons. The come-on idea 
is sound; it has the power to attract 


the attention of a prospect and spur | 


him to action. That action usually 
means spending his dollars, trans- 
ferring them from his pocket to the 
cash register of the feed dealer in 
exchange for feed and farm supplies 

Here are some come-on merchan- 
dising ideas which the reputable feed 
dealer can use. 

1. Live display. When you put 
something live into your windows, 
such as pets, or a calf in a pen in 
your display room or a porker outside 
on a feeding test, you have a come-on 
approach with no cut prices, no pre- 
miums and no special allowances in- 
volved. When the farmer sees or 
hears about these animals, his inter- 
est is aroused. “Guess I'll step closer 
and see what's up,” he thinks. And 
when his action follows his words 
you have induced a prospect to take 
a step closer to a sale. 

2. Posted factual data, including 
pictures, testimonials, etc. When the 
farmer sees such material on a pos- 
ter in a feed store, or tacked on a 
wall, his curiosity is aroused. “Some- 
thing special the dealer has put up,”

And when the farmer takes a look 
at this legitimate come-on merchan- 
dising tactic, he exposes himself to 
the facts, the testimonials, the con- 
clusions thereof, and this, in a good 
merchandising program, is beamed 
toward arousing enough interest to 
speed along the sale. 

When you can get the farmer’s at- 
tention in such a way as to make him 
study what you are showing or have 
posted, he is nibbling on your mer- 
chandising bait. And if you are a 
good fisherman you can rest assured 
you have excellent prospects of land- 
ing 

Give Them Service 

3. Service. When a farmer asks 
you to do something, whether it is 
adjusting a complaint, giving specific 
information, delivering merchandise 
or making a special trip to see his 
ailing flock or herd, then you have 
an opportunity to make service one 
of the best come-ons in your mer- 
chandising lineup. 

If the farmer tells another, “T like 
to buy feed from Ray Jones. The 
minute I want something, he’s right 
there with attention and service. He 
knows you're alive—that fellow.” 

But if you do not give your cus- 
tomers good service, if you let their 
requests lag unnecessarily, then you 
might as well scratch service from 
your list of building come-ons. 

4. Display. The feed dealer who has 
a bright, clean mill and store, who 
has good lighting and display, ade- 
quate exterior and interior signs, 


really has a come-on which works for 
him every day of the year. 

When the prospect takes a look 
at your establishment and says, “Say,

When you and 
your salespeople are well informed, 
courteous and friendly, and patiently 
and pleasantly inform customers of 
the merits of feeds and farm supplies, 
especially when asked to do so, then 
you have a come-on which is like a 
magnet in attracting customers every 
day. And if those clerks have been 
trained by you to be neat, clean and 
efficient, then you have a merchan- 
dising lineup that many another deal- 
er would pay plenty to possess.

Tuberculosis, Bang’s 
Disease Continue 


to Decline in U.S. 


WASHINGTON 
(Bang's disease) and tuberculosis in 
cattle continued to decline in the 
U.S. in fiscal year 1952, on the basis 
of cattle tested, the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture reports 

Tuberculosis declined from 0.14% 
in 1951 to 0.11% in 1952. Brucellosis 
declined from 3.1% in 1951 to 2.7% 
in 1952. (If Wisconsin's figures were 
included in the national percentage 
of brucellosis among cattle, the fig- 
ure would be 4.2% instead of 2.7.) 

In Wisconsin all dairy herds were 
first given the milk test (ring test). 
All herds showing evidence of brucel- 
losis on the milk test were then 
bleod tested. The percentage of in- 
fection was therefore based on the 
blood tests of a select group previ- 
ously screened by the milk test. As 
a result, Wisconsin shows a high per- 
centage of individual reactors. In 
other states no attempt is made to 
limit blood testing to herds in which 
a milk test shows evidence of the 
disease 

The milk test was made a part 
of the official brucellosis eradication 
program at the annual meeting of 
the U.S. Livestock Sanitary Assn., 
held in Kansas City in November, 
1951. Official records for 1951 show 
that it was used in 11 states to test 
49,027 herds representing 810,777 cat- 
tle in the last four months of that 
year. In 1952, 454,732 herds repre- 
senting 8,585,476 cattle in 20 states 
were given the milk test 

Nationally, 7,491,327 cattle were 
blood tested for brucellosis in 1952 
compared with 5,640,836 in 1951. A

Rarely, however, is the office 
brought under this scrutiny. The av- 
erage business man, although well 
aware of the degree of efficiency in 
his factory or mart of trade, does not 
know, or seem to care, whether his 
office is run efficiently or not. His 
office may not be grossly inefficient, 
yet there will be much room for im- 
provement to bring it up to the stand- 
ard set in manufacturing or merchan- 
dising. The feed dealer is in this 
picture because the degree of effi- 
ciency in the office has much to do 
with making a product or selling it 
with maximum profitability. 

Many offices in this field could 
stand improvement. Their layout and 
general appearance is such that the 
dealer cannot supervise operations 
efficiently. Betterment in this area 
will enable him to attain more effec- 
tive sales control and cost control 
and put more money in this till. For 
this reason, it is worth exploring this 
neglected area. 

After studying the subject at close 
range, we find that many offices are 
not properly equipped to enable the 
dealer to supervise operations effi- 
ciently at minimum cost. Too many 
dealers use horse-and-buggy methods 
in the office.

labor cost. White collar workers, like 
factory workers, are getting more 
money today than they did a decade 
ago, consequently, the use of me- 
chanical devices to cut the cost of 
hand labor can effect substantial sav- 
ings for the dealer, even the smal] 
operator. 


In these days of high costs and 
high taxes, the savings will be far 
more lucrative than they would have 
been some years back, hence, the use 
of office machinery is more urgent 
than ever before. An investment in 
mechanical equipment for the office 
will pay for itself in short order. The 
dealer is quick to appreciate the 
profit potentialities in modern feed 
grinding equipment or attractive 
merchandising fixtures, but he tends 
to overlook the benefits of moderni- 
zation in office work. Nevertheless, 
a similar relationship exists. 

Even small equipment, such as pen- 
cil sharpeners, staplers, check writ- 
ers, time stamps to use on all busi- 
ness papers, envelope sealers and 
moisteners for gummed papers and 
stamps, improve office efficiency and 
speed up the work. Many offices in 
this field are without them and they 
require only a modest investment 


Check on Personnel 

A time stamp is a check on office 
personnel. If placed on all business 
papers, it discourages a worker from 
keeping them around too long before 
acting on the matters they embrace 
It tends to keep the office work on 
schedule, which saves a lot of grief 
for the dealer. When office work is 
not kept up to date, when important 
transactions of one kind or another 
are not handled on time, the man- 
agement may lose out on deals that 
would have been profitable had they 
been handled on time. 

Adding machines and comptom- 
eters speed up office work on record- 
ings. Audits show that adding ma- 
chines increase output about 300%. 
They can be operated manually or 
electrically and assure mathematical 
accuracy. 

The cost of bookwork can be cut 
substantially with other types of of- 
fice equipment, such as the book- 
keeping cash register. The equipment 
you can use most profitably depends 
upon the size and type of your organi- 
zation. But, even if you do your own 
bookwork, it is a big asset, because 
it saves time by replacing the day 
book or journal, making the original 
entries on the audit tape or detail 
strips in the register. The tapes’ are 
filed away for reference, so that the 
dealer has only the ledger postings 
to record, work that will take him 
probably one half hour daily 

The bookkeeping time saved can 
be devoted to other matters of im- 
portance. By means of this machine, 
about half the bookwork is done 
when the transaction is recorded on 
the register. The sales clerk “doubles 
in brass” for a bookkeeper at no 
extra cost. This makes this bookkeep-

as well as a safety deposit box on the 
sales floor. 

Bookkeeping Neglected 

Many dealers employ office clerks 
to answer the phone, at times, wait 
on customers, file, type letters and 
do other office chores in addition to 
bookkeeping, and sometimes these 
extra-curricula activities take up so 
much time that the bookkeeping is 
neglected. As a result, bills are not 
paid on time, losing profitable com- 
mercial discounts, and statements to 
charge customers do not go out on 
time, slowing up collections. Profit 
and loss statements are not prepared 
at the beginning of each month so 
that the dealer is denied valuable in- 
formation that will guide him in ef- 
fecting maximum cost control and 
sales control. 

By reducing the bookwork substan- 
tially, the cash register with a book- 
keeping tie-up helps to keep the books 
and other office chores on schedule 
Where a dealer’s business has grown 
so large that he may need another 
office clerk, an investment in this

bookkeeping device may cut down 
operations to such an extent that he 
can still get by with one clerk at a 
saving in labor cost 

The bookkeeping register has many 
time-saving features. It simplifies the 
taking of a trial balance, which con- 
sumes many hours where the work 
is done by hand and errors have crept 
into the monthly postings. It is easy 
to balance the cash. Shortages are 
minimized. Dealers have a lot of trou- 
ble balancing the cash where old reg- 
isters are used. We know of cases 
where they have been short as much 
as $50 over a busy week end and 
couldn't locate the deficiency 

Bank statements are easy to recon- 
cile, if daily receipts are deposited 
in the bank to the penny. Where old 
is employed 
it often takes a long time to recon- 
cile the bank statement with the 
dealer's books. As a result, state- 
ments sometimes lie around for days 
before anything is done with them 
This may cause trouble in the event 
of discrepancies, because a bank may 
not make good a difference if you 
wait too long to report it. Most bank 
statements carry a printed warning 
to this effect. 


Three Important Phases 

Departmentization, credit control 
and inventory control are simplified 
and accuracy assured. Many dealers 
are weak on these three important 
phases of business management be- 
cause they lack the records that will 
guide them to betterment 

When doing the bookwork by hand 
or using an obsolete cash 
the necessary recordings 
much time, so that many small and 
moderately-sized dealers, and many 
of the larger operators also, are lax 
on these important phases of business 
management. 

A bookkeeping robot will save a 
substantial sum on clerical labor, 
minimize inventory losses and reduce 
collection expense. By making it pos- 
sible to departmentize, it will spot- 
light the “weak sisters” that lose 
money, “invisible losses” that go un- 
noticed when sales are lumped, as is 
too often done in this field. Depart- 
mentization gives the dealer the 
for better sales control 

In our field studies on this subject 
we found that many dealers were 
using obsolete cash registers with- 
out the desirable bookkeeping tie-up 
In some cases, the machines were 
modern, but they had a limited range

WAGE-HOUR DIVISION 
BROADENS EXEMPTION 


WASHINGTON — The Wage and 
and Hour Division or the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor has announced 
that corn shelling will be considered 
exempt from both minimum wage 
and overtime requirements of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act under Sec- 
tion 13 (a)(10) of the act. Previously 
the division held that corn shelling 
was a processing operation exempt 
only from the overtime requirements 
under Section 7 (c) of the act 

The new interpretation, which be- 
came effective Aug. 30, is a distinct 
advantage to grain elevator wopera- 
tors engaged in shelling corn at the 
elevator in the area of production as 
defined by the Wage-Hour Adminis- 
trator, it was pointed out in a recent 
bulletin from the Grain & Feed Deal- 
ers National Assn 

Section 13 (a) (10) of the act ex- 
empts from both minimum wage and 
overtime requirements, employees en- 
gaged, within the area of production, 
in “handling, packing, storing . , 
preparing in their raw or natural 
state” . . . agricultural commodities 
for market. Section 7 (c) of the act 
provides a seasonal overtime exemp- 
tion, i.e., an exemption from the time 
and one half requirements, for an 
aggregate of 14 weeks per year in 
the case of employees engaged “in 
the processing, within the area of 
production (as defined by the admin- 
istrator), of any agricultural or hor- 
ticultural commodity during seasonal 
operations... .” 

Since grain elevators shelling corn 
were considered as processing the 
corn, the shelled corn was considered 
no longer an agricultural commodity 
and further handlers could not take 
the exemption for handling an agri- 
cultural commodity as provided in 
Section 13 (a)(10), it was explained. 
Under the new interpretation, shelled 
corn is an agricultural commodity 
whether it is shelled in an elevator 
or on the farm, but the shelling must 
be done, of course, in the area of 
production to come within the 13 (a) 
(10) exemption. The same was true 
under Section 7 (c). 

The new interpretation, it was 
pointed out, does not affect employees 
engaged in shelling corn for storage or 
marketing at elevators or elsewhere

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Antibiotics, 


NTIBIOTICS and _ arsenicals 
have been used in commercial 
feeds a little more than two 


years. In that short time an antibi- 
otic has come to be regarded as a 
“must” in broiler mashes and turkey 
starter mashes 

In our experience the growth stim- 
ulating effect of an antibiotic is great- 
est during the first eight weeks of 
life in both chickens and turkeys, but 
it is still evident at market age of 
turkeys or at sexual maturity of 
pullets 

In one experiment Beltsville Whites 
fed no antibiotic weighed 12.4 Ib. at 
26 weeks of age, while those fed 
aureomycin at the rate of 10 grams 
per ton of feed weighed 13 Ib 

Although the growth stimulating 
effect of an antibiotic is still evident

when pullets reach sexual maturity, 
there is no compelling reason for 
using an antibiotic in the diet of flock 
replacement chicks. Table 1 shows the 
weight differences due to the antibi- 
otic at 20 weeks, but it also shows

that the antibiotic produced no con- 
sistent beneficial effect on mortality 
or age at first egg. 

Data on rate of egg production and 
egg size are not included in the table; 
they showed no difference due to an- 
tibiotic in the growing diet. Within 
a short time after the pullets were 
housed the weight differences that 
were evident at 20 weeks had dis- 
appeared and there were no differ- 
ences between the pullets that had 
been fed antibiotic and those that 
had not so long as all were fed a 
complete diet. 

The last column in Table 1 shows 
what happened to hatchability when 
some of these pullets were fed a vita- 
min Be deficient laying mash. Hatch- 
ability went down as expected in the 
case of the pullets that had not had

| Still persists now, almost a year after 


these birds stopped getting antibiotic 
We can't explain this difference, but 
we believe it is important in that it 
shows that a pullet raised with anti- 
biotic is a different bird than one 
raised without, and she continues to 
be a different bird for some time after 
she stops getting antibiotic 

There is no experimental basis for 
the use of antibiotics in laying and 
breeding mashes. Their use in mashes 
that are complete in all the known 
nutrients does not improve egg pro- 
duction, hatchability, or quality of 
chicks hatched. If an antibiotic is 
added to a diet deficient in vitamin 
B., hatchability is increased, but this 
is not sufficient reason for adding an- 
tibiotics to breeder mashes. Such 
mashes should be made adequate with 
respect to B 

It has been generally suspected 
that antibiotics stimulate growth of 
young animals by altering the micro- 
bial population of the intestinal tract 
The first clear-cut support for this 
idea was furnished by a report from 
England a few months ago that the 
growth stimulating effect of an anti- 
biotic could be duplicated by keeping 
chicks in isolation in new quarters 
where chicks had not been kept pre

viously. Still more recently, at Notre 
Dame, germ-free chicks failed to re- 
spond to antibiotic supplementation 
This was to be expected on the basis 
of the English work since germ-free 
chicks are completely isolated from 
microorganisms. We confirmed the 
results of the English work at Belts- 
ville except that chicks without anti- 
biotic in new quarters grew even fast 
er than those with antibiotic in old 
quarters. The four-week weights ob- 
tained in two such experiments are 
shown in Table 2 


Arsenicals 

Two phenylarsonic acids are being 
used commercially in feeds, particu- 
larly for broilers. They are 3-nitro, 
4-hydroxyphenyl-arsonic acid, and 
arsanilic acid which is used both as 
the free acid and as the sodium salt 
Although they first attracted atten- 
tion as antiparasitic drugs and second 
as growth stimulants, they are being 
used mainly to improve feathering 
and increase pigmentation of shanks, 
skin, comb and wattles. Their effect 
on appearance is quite consistent 

Their effect on growth when they 
are added to a diet already contain- 
ing an antibiotic is_ inconsistent 
Sometimes there is a growth stimula- 
tion in addition to that provided by 
the antibiotic and sometimes there is 
not. The most effective level of the 
3-nitro compound is 0.005% of the 
diet. The most effective level of so- 
dium arsanilate is about 0.009% 

These are toxic chemicals, and 
when they are used, care must be 
taken to insure accurate weighing 
and thorough mixing. The 3-nitro 
compound is toxic to growing chick- 
ens at a level of 0.02% of the diet 
Arsanilic acid is toxic but 
it is toxic enough to necessitate care

Concern is often expressed over the 
possibility of accumulation of arsenic 
in the tissues of birds receiving these 
compounds. Apparently this is not a 
serious problem. When the levels fed 
are low enough to be safe for the 
chickens, the increase in the arsenic 
content of the tissues is negligible 
Much of the arsenic that is found in 
the tissues is excreted within three 
days after the drug is removed from 
the diet 

Surfactants 

Surfactants in feeds are an impor- 
tant subject for research but aot for 
immediate commercial application 
The Food & Drug Administration 
considers surfactants in feeds to be 
drugs, and hence a new drug appli- 
cation will be necessary before they 
can be used commercially 

Apparently surfactants, unlike an- 
tibiotics, do not produce a stimulation 
of early growth, but do increase 
growth rate after eight weeks of age 
Much more information is needed on 
the effectiveness of different surfact- 
ants and on the effect of different 
diets on the surfactant response

Stress the Importance of 
Good Egg Management 


e By Edward Ritter 


HE person who wrote the 
Humpty Dumpty egg story 
really, voiced the condition of 


the industry. One minute it is 
high en a wall, proud and happy 
The n xt moment it is on the ground, 
all smashed up in little pieces, and 
all the government men cannot put 
the egg into stable condition again, 
until supply and demand take over, 
as they usually do 

As a feed dealer selling poultry 
you know that last spring egg 
prices suddenly took a slump. In 
fact, the egg price started a decline 
in December. From December until 
late April, farmers said disgustedly 


egg 


feed, 


that they were going to cut down on 
their flocks for this year, and some 
said they were going to get out of 
the egg business entirely, that there 
was no money in it 

This despite the fact that the av- 


erage per capita consumption of eggs 


in the U.S. is 416 annually, that our 
population is still growing rapidly, 
and folks are eating more and more 
eggs each year. 

What is wrong? Why did so many 
poultrymen lose money or have di- 
minishing returns during a period 
when prices should have been good? 
When the feed dealer knows the an- 
swer and can pass the information 


on to his customers, then he has 
performed a real service. His custom- 
ers will take heed, refashion their 
poultry practices and operate more 
profitably. 

After farmers had reduced flocks 
by April of this year, we saw news 
releases predicting higher and satis- 
factory egg prices for fall and early 
winter. And with prices higher some 
smart flock owners have the chance 
to make a neat profit, and I am sure 
they will. 

In Illinois the College of Agricul- 
ture made a survey of many poultry 
areas to find out if raising practices 
had any effect on the low prices for 
eggs which Illinois flock owners re- 
ceived. They found that there was 
a very marked relationship. 

In fact, it was discovered that more 
than two thirds of all Illinois poultry- 
men have been starting their baby 
chicks so late in the spring that they 
have not started laying well until 
December, when egg prices hit the 
seasonal bottom. What is the use of 
getting pullets laying when 
are low? 

Now someone is to blame for IIli-

nois farmers starting their chicks so 
late in the spring. Is it their fault, 
or is it partly the fault of feed deal- 
ers and hatcherymen who did not 
warn customers about the importance 
of getting chicks started early? 

Did the dealers play up the rela- 
tionship between early chicks and 
high egg prices in early fall? If they 
did, then they did their duty. If they 
didn’t, then that is one publicity 
campaign which needs to be trumpet- 
ed to the agricultural skies begin- 
ning Dec. 1. That is, if you wish your 
poultry raisers to get in early on the 
high price egg market in 1953. The 
Illinois Department of Agriculture 
says that egg prices are normally 
50% higher from September through 
November. Do your customers’ hens 
lay heavily at that time, or are they 
waiting for the low price bargain 
season? 

Good Quality 

Good quality graded eggs usually 
sell at a premium, and thus the farm- 
er can be assured of better prices for 
this kind. The advertising 
producers in New 
Jersey and elsewhere shows that the 
public is always looking for a qual- 
ity egg source and will pay the extra 
few cents per dozen to get such eggs 
why 
don’t producers give the people the 
kind of eggs they want to buy? 

When eggs are classified as farm 
run or current receipts, the public 
knows that some eggs may be good 
or may be bad. Naturally this knowl- 


| edge curbs the desire to buy a lot of 


these eggs. Not being able to get 
premium eggs, the housewife often 
buys fewer eggs because they do not 
have a meal-appeal to her. She buys 
only enough to get along 

I know one housewife who is forced 
to buy what she calls “store eggs” 
quite often because her farmer egg 
man sometimes doesn't come on time 
“I can’t boil these store eggs for my 
family,” she says, “because they al- 
ways say they don’t taste right. I 
either have to fry them or use them 
for cooking. The only eggs that taste 
good boiled are those fresh ones we 
get from the farmer.” 

Inadequate care and marketing of 
eggs is responsible for a great deal 
of public’s reluctance to buy eggs 
at certain times of the year 

The feed dealer should encourage 
the farmer who produces high quality 
eggs to ask a higher price for them 
than he would get for farm run or 
current receipt eggs. He is entitled 
to such a price, and then his 
when sold to the consumer will be 
uniformly good and not mixed with 
some other farmer’s farm run eggs 
that are of lower quality. 

When the farmer knows that qual- 
ity eggs are sought by the public 
and that they will bring a premium, 
he will have the incentive to produce 
and market such eggs. It is the duty 
of the feed dealer to keep this incen- 
tive alive and to try to produce mar- 
kets for such quality eggs. There are 
many persons who want quality eggs 
Therefore, it should be possible for 
them and the high quality egg pro- 
ducers to get together in many areas 
Let the poor quality producers sup- 
ply the low grade market, if such a 
market is desirable—but give the 
quality producer his just rewards 

The feed dealer should be able 
get accurate records of good 
poultry raisers over a five-year pe- 
riod, showing their incomes from 
eggs over that time. Those records 
namely, that good 
management pays a profit 
prices are well as 
when they are at a peak. This is the 
story that the poultry trade needs 
to know and remember when prices 
sag. The good operator always finds 
a way to make a profit
